A meeting of the St. Louis Branch of 
the Dickens Fellowship will be ~ held 
Tuesday at the Cabanne Branch Li- 
brary, Cabanne avenue and Union boule- 
vard, to inquire into the manner in 
which obligations-aggregating $1000 have 
accumuiated against the organization. 

The bills are for printing, rent, steno- 
graphic work and for expenses incurred 
in the promotion of different entertain- 
ments that have been given in the name 
of the organization. 

A letter that has been sent to all the 
members of the organization states that 
the inquiry will be directed to ascer- 
taining the authority umder which the 
obligations were incurred. Many mem- 
bers of the Fellowship are of the opin- 
ion, the letter states, that the greater 
part of the debts were contracted with- 
out authority. 

Each of the members, many of whom 
are women, is told that absence from the 
meeting will be considered an acknowl- 
edgement of of responsibility for the 
debts. 

“The contracting of these debts is now 
raid to have been by your authority 
and with your consent,”’ says the letter. 
**Many members of the Fellowship are of 
the opinion that the greater part of these 
debts were contracted without any au- 
thority from you or the Fellowship. 

“If judginents are obtained against the 
Fellowship,. you, of course, will be la- 
ble for your proportion.” 

There has been no misuse of funds, 
according to one of the active mem- 
bers, but debts have been contracted, 
aggregating about $1000, which can- 
not be paid because the organization 
has no money. The purpose of the 


meeting is to arrange for the mem- 
bers to liquidate the indebtedness.

Asserts a Relative ‘Said Retrac- 
tion of Charges He Made 
Would Aid Him. 





“SPURNS” OFFER, HE SAYS 
Aunt of Cole and Young Woman 
Friend Plead Vainly to Obtain 
His Parole. 








Members of his family and friends of 
John Jackson Cole, who was sentenced 
to a year in the Clayton jail and a fine 
of $500 for assault with intent to kill, 
by a jyry in Judge Wurdeman’s court, 
are working to have him paroled. 

Wednesday afternoon Mrs. G W. 
Stiles, an aunt of the convicted man, 
accompanied by Miss Penelope Sturgeon 
of 4309 West Pine boulevard, an inti- 
mate friend of the Cole family, appealed 


to Prosecuting Attorney Lashley to re- 


commend a parole. Lashley refused the 


request. 

Mrs. Stiles, who is the wife of a pro- 
fessor in the University of Syracuse, 
had been in the city attending a family 
conference and returned to her home ‘in 
Syracuse Wednesday night. 

Misa Sturgeon Pleads, Also, 

Miss Sturgeon, when seem at her home 
Thursday morning by a Post-Vispatch 
reporter, said she had accompanie:l 
Mrs. Stiles on her visit to Prosetuting 
Attorney Lashly and had pleaded with 
him to endorse a parole. 

“I told Mr. Lashly that the boy was 
being treated unfairly and apparently 
being ‘railroaded’ to jail. I point:d out 
to him that John’s father had hired 
special counsel to prosecute the case 
two years after the affair happened and 
instead of standing by his son, was ac- 
tually aiding his persecutors. Both Mrs. 
Stiles and myself vouched for John’s 
good qualities and asked that he be 
given a fair opportunity to prove his 
worth. 

“Mr. Lashly gave what seemed to us 
a very poor reason for not wishing to 
did us. He said he had just been elected 
to office and that as a contest against 
his election was in progress he must 
be very circumspect in his actions and 
do nothing that might cause him to be 
unnecessarily criticized. I told him 
John’s future seemed to warrant a more 
humane consideration and point of view 
than this.’’ 


Cole Accuses Father. 

John Cole, who is at present out of 
jail on bond and is stopping with the 
Sturgeon family at this juncture entered 
the room. “No matter how hard I 
work for myself, or my friends for me,”’ 
he said, “I find some one striving equal- 
ly hard against me, and my efforts go 
for naught. I feel that this influence 
is that of my father. 

“I have been approached by members 
of my family with the proposition that, 
if I retract certain statements I made 
about my father, which also ccncerned 
my wife, my father will assist me in 
every way he can. I spurned the offer. 
If I must get my parole in that way I 
do not want it.”’ 

Richard Cole of Pasadena, Cal., in the 
city to attend the business conference 
that brought Mrs. Stiles to St. Louis, 
said he would aid his nephew in the ef- 
fort to obtain a parole. ‘“‘The boy has 
been no worse than the run of men and 
not halé as bad as most of us,”’ he said. 
“Things have broken badly for him, 
and a jail sentence on top of his other 
misfortunes would be excessive punish- 
ment.”’ \ 

Mrs. John Jackson Cole filed a suit 
for damages last fall against Dr. Ernest 
Cole, charging that he had alienated 
her husband's affections by telling 
stories about her. In the taking of 
depositions, it was shown that Ernest 
Cole rented rooms in a house on Pine 
street, to watch Amedee B. Cole’s al- 
leged visits to a house next door. It 
was stated that none of the pictures 
showed young Mrs. Cole. The suit was 
dropped after a time.

RIVALRY DISCOVERY 


First Cultures Taken From Tur- 
tle; Some Said to Have Been 
Given to Other Scientists.

BERLIN, Jan. 23.—Dr._ Friederich 


Friedmann announces that he will hand 


over to the German Government, for the 
benefit of humanity, the secret of the 
so-called vaccine cure for tuberculosis, 
to which he and Profs. Karfunkel and 
Fritz Meyer have set up rival claims. 
Some of the Friedmann serum or cul- 
ture medium is to be forwarded on the 
Mauretania on February to Drs. Tru- 
deau and Baldwin at Saranac Lake, 
New York. It is probable that Dr. Fried- 
mann may go to America on the Maure- 
tania to take part in any experiments 
that may be made at the tuberculosis 
colony at Saranac Lake, in the Adiron- 
dacks. 
It is stated that it is unlikely that 
Profs. Trudeau and Balwin will try the 
anti-tuberculosis on human patients un- 
til they have thoroughly tested it on 
guinea pigs. 

Patients Rush to Germany. 
Americans have been arriving in Ger- 
many by every steamer to try the new 
vaccine treatment for consumption, some 
of the people having sold even their 
‘furniture to pay their passage across 
the ocean and the cost or the treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Friedmann’s offer of. his cure to 
the German Minister of the Interior and 
his preparation to have fiis serum tested 
at Saranac Lake, by New York State 
public health officials, are the outcome 
of the controversy between him and Drs. 
Karfunkel and Meyer as to-the- history 
and identity of their so-called germ 
cures, 

I’riedmann, in 1902, took a tuberculosis 
turtle to Pierkowski, a commercial bac- 
teriologist, and directed him to isolate 
the germ in the turtle and develop cul- 
tures from it—that is, develop the germs 
in colonies. Friedmann believes that he 
s0t from Pierkowski’s establishment 
all the germ cultures that came from the 
turtle, .md he has continued his own ex- 
periments with the original cultures up

DENIES LIABILITY 
N $169 000 SUIT 


Counsel Edwards Says St. Louis- 
ans Did Not Indorse Loan 
Made to Nicholson, 


MERELY URGED RENEWAL 


Pointed Out That St. Louis Bank 
Also Lost Large Amount by | 
Similar Loans. 


The National Bank of Commerce, in 
cortesting the suit for $169.000 brought 
against it in the Federal Court by the 
Equitable Trust Co. of New York, will 
Put up the defense that the bank was 
in no way Mable for money borrowed 
from the trust company on a promis- 
sory note signed by George E. Nicho!l- 
gon, an official of the Iola Portland 
Cement Co, 

in its petition, the Equitable Trust 
Co. alleges the National Bank of Com- 
merce in St. Louls induced the Bowling 
Green Trust Co. to make the lean and 


euaranteed payment of the principai 
and interest and that after the loan 
was made officers of the Bank of Com- 
merce obtained control of the cement 
campany. 

The Bowling Green Trust Co. later 
Was merged with the Equitable Trust 
C»., which became its successor. 

Secret Manipulation Alleged. 

These officers of the bank, it is al- 
leged, had themselves made directors 
otf the cement company and managed 
itz affairs in their own Interests and 
ceclared secret dividends on the stock, 
concealing that fact from the Bowling 
Green Trust Co., which held a portion 
of the cement company’s stock as _Be- 
curity for the loan. 

The suit is for %150,000 balance on the 
$250,000 loan und for $19,000 interest. 

George Lockett Edwards, counsel for 
tlie Bank of Commerce, dictated the 
fcNowing statement: 

“This suit grows out of a loan of 
$250,000, made by the plaintiff to George 
E. Nicholson and A. B. Cockerill, on 
the 22d of January, 1907, and secured 
by their colJateral, consisting of 10,000 
shares ol the common capital stock of 
the Iola Portland Cement Co., and 
for which it took their promissory note, 
At the time the loan was made it did 
not ask this bank to become liable for 
its payment in any manner. It did, 
however, ask that some of the officers 
of this bank iIndorse this note, which 
they declined to do. 

“In January, 1907, George E. Nichol- 
son had procured an option from _ holders 
of ‘a large amount of the common capi- 
tal stock of the Iola Portland Cement 


share. At that time the Iola Portland 
Cement Co. was and had been for sev- 
eral years @ very prosperous company, 
earning at the rate of from one half 


num. Nicholson was largely interested 
in other cement companies, in the same 
territory in which the Iola company 
operated, and was extremely anxious 
to buy all or the controlling interest in 
this company. 

Callateral Considered Good. 

“He applied to this bank for financial 
assistance for this purpose. This bank 
agreed to loan him a large amount of 
money and to assist him in procuring 
loans from other banks for the same 
purpose, believing, on the showing 
made, that the collateral which he of- 
fered would amply secure the loans 
which he désired to make, the collateral 
being stock in other cement. companies 
in which he was interested and the 
stock of the Iola Portland Cement Co. 
which he proposed to buy. 

“J. W. Perry, at that time connected 
with this bank, agreed with Nicholson 
to assist him in procuring loans with 
which to purchase this stock from other 
institutions. Among other institutions 
which he applied to for such loans, was 
the plaintiff, or ite predecessor, the 
Bowling Green Trust Co., which, as 
stated, agreed to and did make to Nich- 
olson and Cockerill a loan of $250,000. 
Through such financial arrangements, 
Nicholson purchased approximately 100,- 
000 shares out of the 120,000 shares of 
the common capital stock of the Iola 
Portland Cement Co. During the first 
year after he became interested in this 
company it earneG over $1,200,000. 

“In the early part of 1908 adverse con- 
ditions set in, in the cement industry, 
which have continued to the present 
time. These conditions at first crippled 
the earnings of the company and later 
on resulted in its depressed condition, as 
at the present time. When the loan 
made by the plaintiff became due, tt de- 
iranded payment of the Nicholson & 
Cockerill makers, but consented to re- 
new it for six montha. 

“When it again became due it began 
to press for payment. This bank, being 
interested In Nicholson, because of hav- 
ing made large loans of “oney to him. 
as above stated, and bdcing further in- 
terested in his working out his purchase 
of the common capital stock of the Iola 
company succesafully, and it having 
faith in his ability to do so, used its 
influence from time to time with the 
plaintiff to procure a renewal of the loan 
made by it to Nicholson, which the 
plaintiff renewed for him from time to 
time. 

“To help Nichalson renew such loans 
this bank loaned to him on the game 
kind of collateral, upon which the 
plaintiff? had loaned to him and upon 
which this bank had personally loaned 
® him large suims.of money, $100,000. 
besides amounts loaned to him from 
time to time with which to vay inter. 
est, which, under Nicholson's jostruc 
tions, was paid directly to the piaintitz 
in reducing the loan made by the plaint. 
iff to him. 

Indersements Refused. 

“As I understand, it is mainly be. 
cause of this bank's efforts to procure 
for Nicholson a renewal of this loan 
from time to time that the plaintife now 
claims it to be liable for its daatbecs 








become lable for its payment in any 
way, and while it had requested the 
indorsement ‘of the mote Of Nicholson 
and Cockerill by some of the ofticers of 
this bank, they had refused to do go, 
“In writing the plaintiff, requesting a 
renewal of this note from time to time, 
this bank stated that it was asking 
for such renewal and accommodation on 
behalf of its customer. At the time the 
loan was made, and afterward, as re- 
newals were asked for, the plaintiff re- 
quested statements of the’ Iola company 
for the purpose of advising itself upon 
the value of its collateral, consisting for 
the most part in stock of that company. 
“This would have been unnecessary 
had it relied upon any obligation of this 


bank to secure the payment of such) 


loan. It was after the Iola company 
had become depressed as the result of 
adverse conditions in the cement indus- 
try that the plaintiff began to assert 
liability on the part of this bank for the 
payment of the loan made by it to Nich- 
olson and Cockerill, and when it felt 
that its collateral was inadequate for 
that purpose. 

“I believe that when the facts are 
fully deveioped upon trial, it will be 
conclusively shown that the plaintiff 
loaned its money to Nicholson and Cock- 
eril] upon the same kind of colatera! as 
that upon which this bank loaned to 
Nicholson. Large amounts of money, 
and for the same purpose, and with the 
same information upon Nicholson’s re- 
sponsibility and upon the value of his 
celiateral; that this bank is in no way 
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Wable for the payment of such loan and 


has in no way misted er deceived the 
claintirf. 
“Bank Lost Large Amount.” 

“It is simply a case of Nicholson's e?- 
fort to make a lot of money out of the 
purchase of the common capital stock 
of the Jola Portland Cement Co. having 
miscarried, because of adverse condi- 
tions which overtook that industry, and 
which neither he nor those who were 
interested with him could foresee, re- 
sulting in his bankruptcy and involving 
heavy losses upon those who had loaned 
him money at a time when he seemed 
abundantly responsible, and upon whe 
they considered ample collateral. As a 
result of the loans made by this bank 
to him upon the same character of notes 
and collateral upon which the plaintiff 
made the above loan, it lost a large 
amount of money, all of which this bank 
charged off on July 20 last. 

“Under the circumstances I do not 
think the plaintiff ought try to recover 
its losses from this bank.” ®

Mrs. Allan formerly worked as a mani- 
cure, and has written several sentimen- 
tal songs. In her petition, she tells of 
her struggles to keep the children since 
her separation from her husband, James 
Wilbur Allan, in Granite City, more than 
five years ago. She tells how she first 
intrusted the younger of the children 
to Abar four years ago, and how later, 
through the aid of the probation Officer, 
Abar obtained both children. 

After leaving her husband, Mrs. Allan 
states, she worked at various hotels, 
including the Jefferson and the South- 
ern, and placed her younger daughter in 
the Methodist Orphans’ Hame, while 
the older one, Etta, was with her grand- 
father in Jacksonville, Ill.’

UNDEMOORATIO TEACHING. 

Prof. Roland G. Usher, whose business it is to 
infiltrate pure learning into the jejune minds 
0? sophomores, undertook to enlighten a grown- 
up audience Tuesday night on the subject of Irish 
home rule, with nearly fatal results. The au- 
dience got its Irish up, so to speak, ower the pro- 
fessor’s extreme views representing the opposi- 
tion. 

A British aristocrat and arch enemy of the 
.neasure before the Lords could not have occupied 
4 more biased viewpoint or have been more blind 
to the fundamental principle of democracy in- 
volved. A feudal baron before Runnymede could 
not have seemed more indifferent towards human 
vights, and it would be hard to find another cit- 
izen of the United States with a seemingly less 
appreciation of the highest approved forms of 
zovernment, ; 

On second thoughts we are moved to wonder 
if it was not rather the audience’s American 
character than its “Irish” which resented the 
bias and superciliousness of the discourse. 

Which prompts the question, Can American 
universities afford to foster the spirit and genius 
»? Alexander. Hamilton or support views hostile 
to fundamental political truths? The political ele- 

_yation of the human being is the whole motive of 
our free institutions, the vital principle of repub- 
lican forms which embody the world’s highest po- 
litical genius. To be sure, free thought and free ex- 
»ression are among the most prized of our liber- 
ties—ineluding free criticism. But should not 
teaching be in the direction of advancing and 
widening rather than restricting political liber- 
ties in a land like ours, to which the whole world 
turns for its governmental model? Ireland, in- 
deed, has done no more and no less through its 
imperial measure than seek the freedom which 
ye of our own political subdivisions enjoys in its 
relation to the Federal Government. 

It is to men well grounded in true democratic 
orinciples that America must look if it is to con- 
tinue to lead the world’s politic-1 development. 
Of universities and faculties uaving democratic 


ing light is offered, what purpose served, by un- 
democratic teaching in the foremost democracy?

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OUTTING OUT THE BALL.

Celebrations by 
the triumphant plain people such as attended the 
induction of Old Hickory Jackson into the White 
House would ‘not be entirely inappropriate to 
Wilson’s inauguration, but an imperial pomp and 
pageantry, including powder and patches, would 
be sadly out of place. 
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Increase in the number of all-steel trains coper- 
ated out of St. Louis is noted with approval by 
the public. On systems with progressive manage- 
ments the wooden coach will soon be as out-of- 
date as the railroad rebate. 
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TUREEZY SUBMITS. 

The submission of Turkey to the Powers is 
what might have been anticipated from the mo- 
ment the armistice was signed. Delay was re- 
quired to reconcile the Turkish people to the in- 
evitable; but the idea of fighting a second war 
without field guns, money or an organized army 
was moonshine. 

It will take months to draw the new map of the 
Balkans, but in general terms much has been 
decided. Turkey loses Adrianople. Her bound- 
ary is likely to be not far from the Maritza- 
Erge-Ne-Midia line. This leaves her a strip of 
the size of Connecticut and Rhode Island, about 
one-thirteenth of her nominal area in Burope 
in 1876. She may also retain some of the Aegean 
islands nearest the Dardanelles and the Agean 
coast. 

Servia abandons an Adriatic port. Greece gets 
Janina, which she is still besieging. A new state, 
Aibania, is to be created, but {ts boundaries are 
not settled. Austria insists that it shall include 
Scutari, which the Montenegrins failed to cap- 
ture. 

Roumania will doubtless get a triangle strip of 
the Bulgarian Dubrudgi for being “good.” The peo- 
plein this strip are principally Bulgarian in the 
western end, Turkish tn the east. To include them 
in Roumanis because there are Roumanians scat- 
tered elsewhere through Macedonia is illogical; 
but in a country where nationalities are so mixed 
such eases cannot be avoided in drawing the 
new frontiers. Those who have been living under 
Turkish rule will be better off with a new flag, 





WHY IS MR. CAPEN? 

For the chairman of the Business Men’s League 
Committee on Home Rule Legislation, who is 
representing the league in Jefferson City, Mr. 
Samuel D. Capen has an extraordinary idea of 
raunicipal self-governn.ent. He opposes an amend- 
ment providing that the Municipal Assembly shali 
have the power to fix the number of policemen 
and the salaries they shall receive. 

Mr. Capen’s objection to the amendment is that 
the Municipal Assembly, particularly the Honse 
of Delegates, cannot be trusted with this power 
because they will dicker for police patronage and 
put the police into politics. 

But the people of St. Louis elect the members 
of the Municipal Assembly as the people of Mis- 
souri elect the members of the State Legislature. 
The responsibility for good government rests 
finally with the people, and when Mr. Capen says 
he does not trust the Municipal Assembly to con- 
trol the pay and size of the police force, he says, 
in effect, that he does not trust the St. Louis 
people. 

The control of finances is fundamental to any 
scheme of home rule. If St. Louis cannot be 
trusted with this power the city should not be 
trusted with any of the powers of self-govern- 
ment. Certainly there could ‘e no greater out- 
rage against the principle of home rule than the 
present system by which the number and salaries 
of police are, fixed without toe aavice or con- 
sent of the people of St. Louis or their govern- 
mental representatives and the Municipal As- 
sembly is forced by law to appropriate the money 
damanded by the Board of Police Commissioners 
appointed by the Governor. It is a medieval sys- 
tem and belongs to Russia, not America. 

In the past we have had Municipal Assemblies 
in league with franchise interests. We have had 
majorities in both houses which betrayed the 
city and corruptly sold franchises. for bribes. 
Shall the Legislature, on this account, conclude 
that St. Louis is unfit to control the granting of 
franchises and take away this power? 

The Missouri people hav» been at times be- 
trayed by combines in their State Legislature. 
Legislation has been bought there by special in- 
terests inimical to the public interest. In the 
past a corrupt lobby ruled in the State capitol. 
Shall Missouri, on this account, be pronounced 
unfit for self-government and be deprived of her 
control, of her power to manage her own State 
business? 

Conditions have improved in St. Louis. Pub- 
lic opinion in support of honesty and efficiency 
in local government has acquired far greater 
force. We do not believe the Municipal Assembly 
would now defy public opinion by impairing the 
efficiency of the police or dragging the force into 
politics for personal or party ends. But we have 
in addition to more powerful public opinion bet- 
ter control of local legislation through the initi- 
ative and referendum. The people themselves 
can vote good legislation and veto bad measures. 
The people of St. Louis expect to have more 
direct control of their government through a new 
charter or amendments to the present charter 
simplifying the municipal organization and adding 
the recall to the initiative and referendum. 
But, under any conditions, St. Louis should con- 
trol her finances. The power to remove derelict 
officials in the hands of the Governor is only 
a precaution against temporary mistakes; it does 
not affect the principle of home rule. But the 
power to determine how many policemen shall 
be employed and how much they shall be paid, 
and to control appropriations, is vital to the prin- 
ciple. 7 | 

We cannot believe that Democrats in the State 
Legislature will be misled by Mr. Capen’s argu- 
ment. They know that to deprive St. Louis of 
control of any part of her finances and employes 
is violative of the clear pledge and fundamental] 
principles of their party. 

Why is Mr. Capen in Jefferson City misrepre- 
senting the home rule views of St. Louisans? Why 
is he chairman of the Committee on Home Rule 
Legislation?

Has it ever occurred to you what becomes of 
the charity and half-pay patients dismissed from 
cur hospitals long before they are able to care 
for themselves or fit to return to environments or 
homes, who are unable to tide over the critical 
period of convalescence? Daily such patients are 
Gismissed too soon in a feeble condition, often 
penniless, homeless or back to families unable to 
bear the added expense brought on them; to give 
the patient the proper care and attention s0 
necessary to regain strength, while they must 
go out to earn a livelihood. Most of the worth- 
lest, neediest cases do not belong to the pauper 
Class, but to that of restricted means, and we 
need more action along this line of social work 
than theorizing and debating the question. Do 
you know the value of a wheel-chair, of sunshine, 
nourishing food, fresh air and a few comforts at 
such a time? Often such patients are compelled 
to remain home all alone, while the rest of the 
family must go to work. The Sunshine members, 
visiting nurses and few charities that assist in 
such work are unable to meet all of these de- 
mands made upon them, for St. Louis has no place 
for convalescents unable to pay and very little 
for the incurables. Large donations are given 
to hospitals but very little to those who are doing 
effective work along this line in a quiet, kindly 
way on a modest scale due to the small treasury. 
What can be done to bring about a movement to 
give such convalescents a chance to regain 
strength, life and health so essential to earn a 
livelihood, to be self-respecting and self-support- 
ing?

uell formerly was president of 
Georgetown University and is author 
of many books on religious topics. 

Mrs. Buell is a daughter of Edward J. 
Powers, a contracting mason of 37 East 
Concord street. 

She is wealthy, having inherited a2 
fortune, and spent her summers at Point 
Allerton, a resort at the outer edge of 
Boston Harbor. It was there that she 
met Father Buell. 

Rev. Thomas J. Gasson, president of 
Boston College, a friend of the Powers 
family, said: 

“The family of the young woman who 
married Buell feels terribly hurt over 
the occurrence, as do the members of 
the priesthood. He met the young wom- 
an at Allerton. 


‘‘How often he came here and the de 
tails of the courtship are all a mysterv 
to us. But we know that it was at Al- 
lerton that he met the young woman 
and there the courtship took place with- 
out anyone’s ‘knowledge outside of 
themselves.”’ 


“The woman’s mother is a very fine 
woman and a stanch Catholic. She 
brought up her children as strict Catli- 
olics, and naturally the marriage of her 
daughter to Buell is a great blow to 
her. 

“I do not know much about Buell. He 
is the son of Gen. Buell of Civil War 
fame. He left the church a few montks 
ago and gave no reason for it. We 
later learned of his marriage.” 

There are eight girls in the Powers 
family. Three live at home with their 
father. One is in a convent, and the 
others are married. At the Powers 
home none of the family would dis- 
cuss the marriage. 

It was stated by Father McCarthy,

OPIUM SELLER HAD A 
‘CURE’ FOR HABIT, TOO 


Government Considering New 
Charges Against Negro Taken 
in Moore Street Raid. 


In addition to the charge of distrib- 
uting opium) the United States District 
Attorney is considering the possibility 
of basing another and perhaps more se- 
rious prosecution against Jim Ander- 
fon, the negro, whose opium plant at 
104 Moore street, raided Tuesday night, 
was said by Internal Revenue Agent 
William Collier to be the largest of its 
kind found in the United States. 

Labels found in the shack where raw 
opium was cooked into a mixture suit- 
able for smoking purposes indicate that 
Anderson carried on as a side line the 
manufacture of an alleged cure for the 
opium habit. The label bears the names 
Anderson and Sing. The latter, now 
deceased, was Anderson’s father-in-law 
and founder of the business that Ander- 
son carried on. 

The trademark on the label is the pic- 
ture of a frog and the article advertised 
is called “‘hop.”” It is described on the 
label_as a “cure for opium smokers.”’ 
A bank.book found in the big steel 
vault which was drilled open by an ex- 
pert cracksman showed that Anderson 
since August, 1910, up to the latter part 
of December, 1912, has drawn anh average 
of $200 a month. Anderson, after his 
release on a $3500 bond, was rearrested 
on suspicion of being implicated in sev- 
eral larcenies.

Big Audience in Shakspeare’s 
Admirable Comedy.

UTSIDE the Shubert Theater on 
O Wednesday night a dreary win- 
ters rain was falling and @ 
bleak wind sang its melancholy strain. 
Inside the Shubert was the merriest 
gathering of playgoers I have seen in 
many a long year. 

“Much Ado About Nothing” was the 
evening's play, presented in a fine re- 
vival by Mr. Sothern and Miss Marlowe 
and their excellent supporting com- 
pany. 

One might well have thought, remem- 
bering the charge of Shakspeare’s lack 
of appeal to a modern audience, that 
the very newest of up-to-date comedies— 
by Philip Barthlomae of Mary Roberts 
Rinehart, let us say—was oveing pert- 
formed, The house was crowded to the 
doors and laughter reigned supreme. 

Nevertheless it was Shakspeare who 
figured as the night’s fun-maker. 

He was aided and abetted by Edward 
Hugh Sothern and Julia Marlowe. They 
love him well and play him well and 
lovingly. I begin to believe that they 
are best in his lighter playing. Both 
alike respond yitally to the appeal of 
his humor. And so human is the root- 
fabric of this humor that it refuses to 
grow old with the aging and passing of 
successive generations. 

Men shook with mirth at the Wednes- 
day night Benedick of Sothern’s playing 
because men of all times have known a 
Benedick in their day and seen him ulti- 
mately lower his erstwhile proudly de- 
fiant bachelor head to let the yoke of 
matrimony fall upon his once stiff neck. 

Women were tickled beyond measure 
by the Beatrice of Marlowe's playing be- 
cause they know that a woman who 
goes out of her way to tantalize a man 
already is half surrendered to that man 
and certain to be his for the asking 
whenever he is shrewd enough to dodge 
in between her-thrusts of mockery and 
manfully claim her as his own, 

And men and women alike recognize 
the deadly cunning of the trick by 
which Benedick and Beatrice are hur- 
ried into one another’s arms—the rudely 
effective and very ancient trick of mak- 
ing each believe that the other is love- 
stricken beyond repair, sheer vanity then 
taking up the trick and playing it out to 
its predestined finish. 

It seemed to me that Mr. Sothern 

did his best work of the present en- 
gagement in the role of Benedick. He 
brings to its drawing a rich drollery 
of which I have not until now believed 
him capable. He is entirely self-uncon- 
scious in its playing. His bluff and 
confidently complacent Benedick seems 
never for a moment to suspect his in- 
herent absurdity or to realize how com- 
ically inevitavDle is his approaching 
fate. : 
The big manliness of the part, most 
effectively revealed in his fervid pan- 
tomime approval of all the good things 
said of Beatrice when Benedick eaves- 
drops the “‘frame-up"” convérsation con- 
trived for this very undoing of his 
pacherlorhood, is splendidly kept in évi- 
dence. And, in the cathedral scene, 
when Hero’s luckless plight arouses 
Beatrice to the sounding of the one 
powerful note of tense drama heard 
during all the play’s progress, the deep 
and feeling response of Benedick him- 
self admirably emphasizes the sudden 
dramatic strength of this unexpected 
change in the play’s atmosphere. 

Julia Marlowe has never played in 
better mood than in this, her most 
recent presentation of the changing 
moods of Beatrice herself. She was 
the shrewd-tongued and mischievous 
Beatrice to the life, glowing with fun, 
alert for the vexing of man as man 
was, embodied by the Benedick of her 
humorous persecution. 

The star that twinkled at the mo- 
ment of Beatrice’s birth was truly her 
star indeed. Miss Marlowe gives her 
something of the elfin spirituality sug- 
gested by this text allusion to her trick- 
somely happy soul. And the chiefest 
charm of her wit-pillorying of poor 
Benedick is ever found in the plainly 
seen truth that she thinks the world 
and all of this same poor Benedick, 

But when, moved to. a magnificent 
feminine indignation by the shame 
placed upon her cousin Hero, a hot and 
vengeful rage possesses her, this, too, 
properly fits the character. Miss Mar- 
lowe was never more completely Bea-
